Women to Be Instructed So That We Can Eat 
Wisely and Without Waste — Vegetables to 
Be Used to Save Staples More Easily Kept 

Washington, May 27. — Enlistment of the country's housewives into the ser- 
vice of the food administrator to accomplish conservation in the home is one 
of the first tasks to be undertaken by Herbert C. Hoover as food administrator. 
The women will be recruited, Mr. Hoover announced today, through the aid of 
state food councils, state officials, the Woman's National Defence Council and 
civic associations. 

"It is the idea of the food administration/' said Mr. Hoover today, "to ask 
every woman who presides over a household to come in as an actual member of 
the food administration, to be thus entitled to the badges of the administration 
and to sign a written pledge to carry 



out the advice and instruction of the 
food administration as far as her cir- 
cumstances permit. 

New Thrift Propaganda 

"It is proposed to divide this vast 
army into states and direct its activi- 
ties through the state organizations and 
Btate officials. Advice and instruction 
of a national character will be added to 
those of the state and local organiza- 
tions. 

"Valuable instruction will in this way 
be handed down to the individual mem- 
bers from time to time. It is proposed 
that such advice and instruction should 
be direct and absolutely specific and to 
be embraced in the following general 
lines, all based on the fact that we can 
eat plenty if we will eat wisely and 
without waste. 

"Elimination of Waste. — Out of our 
abundance have grown many careless 
customs that must be curbed. We must 



learn to imitate the race thrift of the 
housewife of France, who has so ably 
seconded the soldier members of her 
family by home savings. The gospel of 
the clean plate and of individual service 
of the same must become universal. 

"Substitutions. — Local products must 
be used instead of those from further 
afield to save transportation and to en- 
courage local production. During the 
summer season a large proportion of 
vegetables should be used in order to 
save those staples which are most easily 
kept. The use of staples with which we 
are familiar should be encouraged to 
save those which our Allies need.

Women to Be Instructed So That We Can Eat Most Wisely and 

Without Waste — Vegetables to Be Used to Save 

Staples More Easily Kept 



Washington, May 27. — Enlistment of the country's housewives into the service 
of the food administrator to accomplish conservation in the home Is one of the first 
tasks to be undertaken by Herbert C. Hoover as food administrator. The women will 
be recruited, Mr. Hoover announced today, through the aid of the state food councils, 
state officials, the Women's National Defence Council and civic associations. 

"It is the idea of the food administration," said Mr. Hoover today, "to ask every 
woman who presides over a household to come in as an actual member of the food 
administration, to be thus entitled to the badges of the administration and to sign 
a written pledge to carry out the advice and instruction of the food administration as 
far as her circumstances permit. 

"It is proposed to divide this vast army into states and direct all its activities 
through the state organizations and stated 



officials. Advice and instruction of a na- 
tional character will be added to those of 
the state and local organizations. 

New Thrift Propaganda 

"Valuable instruction will in this way 
be handed down to the individual mem- 
bers from time to time. It is proposed 
that such advice and instruction should 
be direct and absolutely specific and to 
be embraced in the following general 
lines, all based on the fact that we can 
eat plenty if we will eat wisely and with- 
out ^raste 

"Elimination of Waste. — Out of our 
abundance have grown many careless 
customs that must be curbed. We must 
learn to imitate the race thrift of the 
housewife of France, who has so ably 
seconded the soldier members of her fam- 
ily by home savings. The. gospel of the 
clean plate and or individual service of 
the same must become universal. Care- 
less and prodigal use of food is criminal. 

"Substitutions. — Local products must be 
used instead of those from further afield 
to save transportation and to encourage 
local production. During the summer sea- 
son a large proportion of vegetables should 
be used in order to save those staples 
which are most easily kept. The use of 
staples with which we are familiar, such 
local production.

as cornbread, should be encouraged to 
save those which our Allies need. 

"Educational Advice. — A comprehen- 
sive series of studies of food values and 
of advantageous buying and preparation 
of food is to be placed before our women 
by the agencies now available. Stimula- 
tion of the preservation of perishable foods 
for subsequent household use will be en- 
couraged in every way. 

"It may well be that the women of 
America will play a deciding part in the 
great war if the legislation now pending 
In regard to the food administration be- 
comes a law."

NEW YORK, May 9. — Hudson Maxim 
of Lake Hopatcong. N. J., announced yes- 
terday that he had invented and perfected 
a device which will make ships immune 
from the dangers of the submarine. He 
said that torpedoes, even when fired at 
close range, and striking their targets, 
would explode harmlessly against hulls of 
their intended victims. 

The Inventor made the announcement 
at a luncheon given in Brooklyn. He also 
asserted that the invention soon will be 
demonstrated by the government, which 
already had been advised of the details. 

"The invention is practical for every 
type of vessel," he said. "It can be ap- 
plied within a few months at a compar- 
atively cheap price to the hulls of ships 
already constructed. The only change 
necessary in vessels already built will be 
a slight enlargement In their beam. My 
device is of solid material and encircles 
the entire hull of the ship from the bow 
to the stern.

BILL ADVANCED 
IN STATE SENATE 

Anti-Temperance Measure Or- 
dered to a Third Reading on 
Roll-Call of 18 to 16 With

Favorable action was taken by the 
Massachusetts Senate yesterday on the 
bill to allow appeals to the superior court 
from rulings of the Boston licensing 
board, an anti-temperance measure the 
passage of which is sought by the Boston 
liquor dealers. The bill was ordered to a 
third reading on a roll call, 18 to 16 with 
three pairs. 

The bill is considered a vicious one by 
""•"-^-temperance organizations. Not only 
it allow an appeal and set aside the

*t also contains a provision that the 
censing board shall renew all liquor 
licenses on expiration to the parties hold- 
ing them unless they have been convicted 
for violation of a state statute. As 
pointed out in yesterday's debate, this 
provision would practically remove the 
control the licensing board now holds 
over the liquor dealers because the dealers 
would realize that licenses could not be 
taken from them unless a law was violated. 
The temperance leaders also object to the 
appeal provision because it will limit the 
powers of the voting public. 

This move is looked upon as the last 
organized effort of a demoralized as well 
as a demoralizing business to obtain priv- 
ilege through pernicious legislation.

With subway and sewer excavations, 
piles of sand and girders, construction 
shafts and building material of all kinds 
still blocking many of the principal streets 
of Manhattan, the New York Railways 
Company began its campaign yesterday 
to enlist the co-operation of department 
stores, manufacturing concerns and own- 
ers of motor trucks generally in keeping 
vehicles off the surface car tracks wher- 
ever possible. Success of the campaign 
will result in a better movement of cars 
and, incidentally, a better handling of 
traffic generally, for blocked cars delay 
traffic in all directions. 

According to a statement issued by 
Theodore P. Shonts, president of the com- 
pany, operating conditions are made more 
difficult by the large number of obstruc- 
tions which impede movement and force 
vehicles to use the car tracks. More than 
twenty-five per cent of the delays to street 
cars are said to be caused in that way. 

Notwithstanding that a large part of 
the excavation for the new subway has 
been completed in lower Manhattan, the 
city's streets continue to bear a strong re- 
semblance to the "rocky roads to Dublin" 
which they have had for three yean.

WASHINGTON, March 17.— That a 
much stronger box than the type ordi- 
narily used can be made with less ma- 
terial by increasing the number of nails 
and by properly proportioning the thick- 
ness of the sides and ends has been de- 
monstrated by engineers of the forest 
products laboratory at Madison, Wis. 
A loss that reaches many millions of 
dollars annually is, it is stated, caused 
by damage to goods in transit, largely 
because of faulty containers. The wood 
experts of the forest service believe 
that this loss can be decidedly decreased 
by better construction of the boxes in 
which goods are shipped. 

Changes in the design of boxes, which 
were recommended as a result of the 
tests at the laboratory, have been 
adopted by several associations. It is 
stated that demonstrations at a recent 
meeting of the Canners' association of 
what has been done by the forest ser- 
vice along these lines aroused consider- 
able interest among the manufacturers.

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HOUSEWIVES AIMING 
TO CONSERVE FOOD 



Women to Be Instructed So That We Can Eat Most Wisely and 

Without Waste — Vegetables to Be Used to Save 

Staples More Easily Kept 



Washington, May 27. — Enlistment of the country's housewives into the service 
of the food administrator to accomplish conservation in the home is one of the first 
tasks to be undertaken by Herbert C. Hoover as food administrator. The women will 
be recruited, Mr. Hoover announced today, through the aid of state food councils, 
state officials, the Women's National Defence Council and civic associations. 

"It is the idea of the food administration," said Mr. Hoover today, "to ask every 
woman who presides over a household to come in as an actual member of the food 
administration, to be thus entitled to the badges of the administration and to sign 
a written pledge to carry out the advice and instruction of the food administration as 
far as her circumstances permit. 

"It is proposed to divide this vast army into states and direct all its activities 



through the state organisations and stated- 
officials. Advice and instruction of a na- 
tional character will be added to those of 
the state and local organisations. 



New Thrift Propaganda 

"Valuable instruction will in this way 
be handed down to the individual mem- 
bers from time to time. It is proposed 
that such advice and instruction should 
be direct and absolutely specific and to 
be embraced in the following general 
lines, all based on the fact that we can 
eat plenty If we will eat wisely and with- 
out waste * 

"Elimination of Waste. — Out of our 
abundance have grown many careless 
customs that must be curbed. We must 
learn to imitate the race thrift of the 
housewife of France, who has so ably 
seconded the soldier members of her fam- 
ily by home savings. The gospel of the 
clean plate and of individual service of 
the same must become universal. 

"Substitutions. — Local products must be 
used Instead of those from further afield 
to save transportation and to encourage 
local production. During the summer sea- 
son a large proportion or vegetables should 
be used in order to save those staples 
which are most easily kept. The use of 
staples with which we are familiar, such 
as cornbread, should be encouraged to 
save those which our Allies need. 

"Educational Advice. — A comprehen- 
sive series of studies of food values and 
of advantageous buying and preparation 
of food is to be placed before our women 



by the agencies now available. Stimula- 
tion of the preservation of perishable foods 
for subsequent household use will be en- 
couraged in every way. 

"It may well be that the women of 
America will play a deciding part in the 

frreat war if the legislation now pending 
n regard to the food administration be- 
comes a laiv "

efficiency is in a measure a matter of 
efficiency in the use of farm machinery- 
Man labor is scarce, and the lack must 
be made up largely by better utilization 
of men, horses and tractors now on farms."

Russian Committee Ready to

"The invention is practical for every 
type of vessel," he said.

"It is the idea of the food administration/' said Mr. Hoover today, "to 
ask every woman who presides over a household to come in as an actual 
member of the food administration, to be thus entitled to the badges of the 
administration and to sign a written pledge to carry out the advice and in- 
struction of the food administration^

"It is proposed to divide this vast army 
into states and direct its activities through 
the state organizations and state officials.

The gospel 
of the clean plate and of Individual ser- 
vice of the same must become universal. 
Local products should be used, and we 
should save those which our Allies need. 

"A comprehensive series of studies of 
food values and of advantageous buying 



and preparation of food is to be placed 
before our women by the agencies now 
available. Stimulation of the preservation 
of perishable foods for subsequent use in 
the household will be encouraged in every 
way. It may well become a law. 

"It may well be that the women of 
America will play a deciding part in the 

great war if the legislation now pend- 
lg in regard to the food administration 
becomes a law."

A soldier who had been in training for 
four months at one of the great can- 
tonments received a letter from home 
which completely destroyed his morale.

NEW INVENTION WILL 
PROTECT ALL VESSELS 



NEW YORK, May 23. — Hudson Maxim 
of Lake Hopatcong, N. J., announced yes- 
terday that he had invented and perfected 
a device which will make ships immune 
from the dangers of the submarine. He 
said that torpedoes, even when fired at 
close range and striking their targets, 
would explode harmlessly against hulls of 
their intended victims. 

The inventor made the announcement 
at a luncheon given in Brooklyn. He 
asserted that the invention soon will be 
demonstrated by the government, which 
already had been advised of the details. 

"The invention is practical for every 
type of vessel," he said. "It can be ap- 
plied within a few months at a compara- 
tively cheap price to the hulls of ships 
already constructed.
